Cruz, Hubert Montego, a pris- 
oner sentenced to two years in 
San.Quen,tin for burglary, made 
a dash for liberty in the nave 
of the ferry, building shortly be- 
fore 2 o'clock this afternoon. 


Roundtree, recovering 
from 


Ifeiirprise, drew his revolver and 
^fired at the fleeing man. The 


bullet pierced Montego's left 
arm and struck W. Hartman, a 
waiter on the steamship Yale, 
who was standing near by. The 
crowd at the ferry building was 
thrown into a panic, woman 
fainted and men shouted for po- 
lice. Within a moment several 
patrolmen were on the scene 


Aund headed off Montego, who 
,>»was captured before he 
had 


gone many paces. 


Roundtree was at the Sausa- 


lito ferry ticket office buying 
tickets for himself and prisoner 
when the man in some way suc- 
ceeded in freeing himself- from 
the handcuffs. 
The prisoner 


formeiVy lived in Richmond. 


Both Montego and Hartman 


were treated at the Harbor Hos- 
pital for their wounds. Later 
the trip to San Quentin was 
continued.

'Masher' Lights the Gasoline 


Tank of Patrol and Ignites 


Inmates 


One Fatally Burned and Three 


Others, Including Officer, 


Set Afire 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 28.—Exploding 


with a match the fumes of gasoline ris- 
ing from an open tank, a "masher," on 
the way to jail, blew up an automobile 
patrol In the down-town section of the 
city today The patrol was destroyed and 
the flames that followed the explosion 
fatally burned one prisoner and caused 
th= serious injury of two others and a 
policeman, Louis Canto. 


Canto, with his clothing aflame, started 


in pursuit of the "masher" and anothei 
prisoner, who, unhurt, were speeding down 
the street but he was'stopped by pedes- 
trians, who stripped his flaming clothing 
from his body, while the fugitives escaped. 


F. C. Cole, chauffeur of the patrol car, 


was discharged immediately by Chief o1 
Police Sebastian for negligence.

The "masher," who had been 


arrested on complaint of a. woman, was'

went to Central Station and, procuring 
a supply, returned with It to the patrol 
and opened the tank. The fumes imme- 
diately arose from the open intake and 
spread through the covered interior of I 
the car. The "masher" promptly lit I 
match and an explosion followed. 


Dan Kelly, the fatally injured prisoner 


was burned from head to foot. Howard 
JIunell and L. D. Davis, other prisoners 
were seriously burned about their bodies 
and faces.

Dam- 
age is estimated at about $35,- 
000, a large portion of which 
was covered by insurance. 


Panic-stricken guests of the 


Hotel St. Mark in Twelfth street 
and of the Hotel St. George in 
Thirteenth street rushed from 
their rooms, in many cases in 
nigh*» attire, with hastily gath- 
ered valuables in their hands. 
Women, excited to hysteria, 
were led from the buildings by 
firemen and by their relatives. 
The work of the fire department, 
aad the presence of mind of 
those in charge saved any of the 
guests from suffering injury 
other than that from the shock 
and exposure. 
. 


GARMENTS PROVIDED. 
Garments were quickly pro- 


vided for the fugitives, and 
medical assistance given the 
women suffering from panic by 
Dr. J. H. Cohn, Dr. H. P. Trav- 
ers and Dr. C. T. Devine, who 
were guests at the St. Mark. 


That the damage to the hotel 


structure and furnishings will 
not exceed $5000 was the state- 
ment of M. E. Mark, owner and 
manager of the ho.atelry, this 
morning. 


"The fire affected about twen- 


ty of the 250 rooms in the ho- 
tel," said Mark. "The apart- 
ments damaged are on the sec- 
ond, third and fourth floors on 
the east side. Most of the harm 
was d'«ne by water, which stood 
in pools for a time on the con- 
crete floors. The tinting on the 
walla, fhe wooden trimmings, 
furniture and carpets were dam- 
aged. 


"There has been no interrup- 


tion of business, as 200 rooms 
were left available for occu- 
pancy. Many guests on the west 
side of the b u i l d i n g slept 
throughout the fire."

member Empire, Says Rev. 


W. C. McLean 


BELFAST, Ireland, Sept. 28.—Ul- 
ster day, the Orangemen's culminating 
day of protest 
against 
home rule, 


opened with an absolute calmness that 
rendered Unionists and Home Kulera 
alike apprehensive as to what might 
happen. 


The people of Ireland, even those 
responsible for todaj 's signature of 
tho formidable "league and covenant," 
had looked forward to the day's hap- 
penings -with misgiving. 


Sir Edward Carson was the first to 
sign the solemn covenant of the 131- 
stermen, -which binds them to "use all 
the means that may be found neces- 
sary to defeat the present conspiracy 
to set up home rule In Ireland," an"d 
also to refuse to recognize the au- 
thority of an Irish parliament. 
TJe 


was followed 
by thousands o' the 


rank and file of the Orangemen and 
Unionists In the northern province of 
Ireland. 


The weather was doubtful early In 


the day, but before the Ulster men 
had begun to g-ather for the religious 
services, which preceded the signing 
of the covenant sunshine flooded the 
streets. 
The town was gayly deco- 


rated, the Union Jack being every- 
where predominant, one hug-e national 
flag1 enveloping the facade of Ulster 
Hall, the center of today's proceed- 
ings. 


Most of the shops and all the big 
Industrial works •were closed, so that 
every man desiring to do so might be 
able to participate In tha manifesta- 
tion. 


STALWART MEN ON GTJARD. 


A semi-military aspect was not lack- 


Ing in the meeting- as 200 picked stal- 
wart members 'of the Unionists' clubs 
and Orange 
lodges, wearing bright 
sashes, acted as a guard of honor, 
standing around the pulpit, while 700 
of what is known as the reserve guard 
occupied seats in the gallery. 
Thr great congregation was unable 


to restrain Itself as notable personages 
came into the hall. 


Among1 the first was Lord Charles 


Beresford, who was greeted with a 
loud cheer. Captain James Craig, the 
Unionist member for Eastdown. re- 
nilnded the audience that the servlcjs 
was a religious one and said Sir Ed- 
ward Carson wished It to be looked 
upon as such in the real sense of the 
word. 


"When Sir Edward Carson and Fred- 
erick E. Smith arrived, however, the 
people, forgetful of the appeal that 
had been made, 
again 
broke Into 


cheers, which continued as the two 
leaders proceeded to the platform be- 
hind the Orange flag- of the battle of 
the Bojne, presented to Sir Edward 
Carson in such a dramatic manner 
last evening. 
The service opened with the hymn 


"O God, Our Help in Ages Past," after 
which a short prayer was offered and 
an appeal made to the Almighty to 
"stretch forth thy arms and help us 
through time of national danger." 


The first lesson was from Isaiah 


xxvi-1-9, "We have a strong city," etc. 


SERMON AROX7SES CROWD. 


The Rev. W. C. McLean's sermon 


roused the congregation to another 
burst of cheering, which, was sup- 
pressed from the pulpit. Dr. McLean 
declared that tho Irish question at 
bottom was a war to begin the dis- 
integration of tho British empire by 
securing a second parliament In Dub- 
lin." 
Ulstermen were ready, he said, to 
accept almost anv program of social 
and political reform, but they would 
nut have home rule. 
The service concluded with the 


singing of the national anthem. 


The scene around Ulster Hall when 


Sir Edward Carson proceeded to sign 
tho covenant was a remarkable one. 
The approach to the hall was lined 
by a bodyguard of men wearing sashes 
and 
armlets and 
carrying stavps. 


Other men were posted about the 
grounds of the hall much as though 
they expected 
an 
attack from the 


Nationalists, who, however, thus far 
stood by as much pleased with the 
semi-military display as the Ulster- 
men themselves. 


In the center of tho marble-pillared 


vestibule ofthe hall stood a table cov- 
ered with crimson and draped with 
the Union Jailc. while in the corridors 
were long lines 
of 
wooden desks, 
where copies of the covenant had been 
plarc-d for signing. 


Unbounded enthusiasm wns shown 


when, after Sir Edward Carson, came 
Lord Londonderry thp moderator of 
tho Fi csbyteria-n church, the bishops 
of tho dioceso and ministers of vari- 
ous denominations, intermingled with 
Unionist members of parliament. 


WOMKN SIGN PROTKRT. 


Many women signed a declaration 


associating themselves with the men 
of Ulster In "uncompromising opposi- 
tion tO thP hnTTln T«ln W" " .Ml,., ClIO 
leaders had signed the hall was tem- 
porarily clo^Pd to he opened later on 
for tho rank and file.

EDITOR TRIBUNE: 
I note In the 


Ennuirer of Monday last an editorial on 
the.subject, "Let the Recall Alone." . 


The Enquirer apparently 
objects to 


any. change in the "recall" as suggested 
in the recent Bulletin ol the Tax Asso- 
ciation, basins Its argument on the prop- 
osition that there should be no qualitlca- 
• tlons of any kind attaching to the right 
to vote. 


I do not urge a property qualification, 


but at the same time I see no reason 
why n on-tax-payers should penalize oth- 
ers who do pay taxes, any more than I 
can see any justification for some one 
appropriating my pbcketbook. 


If the ciUzeus of any community are 


really and honestly anxious for a recall 
election they should be willing to pay 
the bill, and I therefore suggest as a 
possible alternative. Instead of the num- 
ber of signers to the recall petition, that 
we amend the charter so that the 
rata pay the expenses of the election. 
In other words, If the estimate cost of 
the recall election Is $15,000, and there 
are 
6000 signers to the petition, they 


should pay $2.50 apiece, at the time of 
the signing of the petition, this money 
to be deposited with the city treasurer 
to cover the cost of the election. 


FAIR PROPOSAL. 


This seems a'very fair proposal, as It 


gives the citizens an opportunity to ex- 
press their dissatisfaction without plac- 
ing any burden upon the citizens who are 
content with conditions as they exist. 


AB a matter of fact, there la a large 


element In every community that will 
sign any petition presented to them, re- 
gardless of what It may Jbe. 


If the signing of the recall petition, 


however, carried with It the necessity 
of paying J2.50 for the privilege these 
promiscuous signers 
would 
probably 


think twice. 
Such a plan would 
not 


Interfero with the recall as a weapon of 
defense, for the reason that any citizen 
having a real grudge could still express 
It with tho same facility as now, and at 
the same time show the courage of their 
convictions by paying the bill. 


I commend the suggestion to the state 


us a whole. Why not make It a pre- 
requisite In tho signing of «ny recall or 
initiative petition that the signers de- 
posit sufficient money with the treasurer 
to pay the expenses entailed. 


It seems to me that those who dance

United States subcommtitee appointed 
to Investigate relations with Mexico 
has concluded its work in this city. 
and while its members are non-com- 
mittal as to the subject matter of the 
report they will submit to the Senate 
committee on foreign relations. Sen- 
ator Smith says that it will embody 
evidence showing1 that ?Im-e the be- 
ginning oil the Madoro revolution large 
quantities of munitions of war have 
been shipped into Mexico across the 
American border. 


The report, it is believed, will hold 
that the evidence addured points to 
the necessity for the United States to 
Intervene 
in 
Mexico 
in order that 


Americans and American interests re- 
ceive proper protection. 


The committee has been in con- 


tinuous session since September 1, at 
which time the Senators left Wash- 
ington. 
The investigators spent 10 


days in El Paso gathering facts and 
10 days in 
T..OS Angeles. 
The 
re- 


mainder of the time has been taken 
up in traveling. 


QUIZ 500 \VrrXT3SSES. 


The investigators have Interrogated 


500 witnesses and taken the testimony 
of 75 witnesses. The testimony covers 
more than 500 typewritten pages. The 
transcribed notes will be attached to 
the committee's repart to the Senate. 


Speaking of the testimony today, 


Senator Smith said: 


"The 
testimony of every Mexican 


whom we interrogated agrees upon 
this one point: 


"That if arms, ammunition and sup- 


plies needed in warfare were per- 
mitted to enter the country during 
the Orozco rebellion the same as they 
were during the Madero revolution. 
Orozco would have been in Mexico 
City long ago. The rigid enforcement 
of the law against the admission into 
Mexico of firearms and ammunition 
has been Orozco's greatest handicap." 


SHIPPED I?TTO MEXICO. 


Analyzed, the evidence shows that 


during the past two years 10,000,000 
rounds 
of 
ammunition 
went 
into 


Mexico 
from 
El Paso and 
80,000 


rounds from Ix>s Angeles. 
It also 


shows that from El Paso 40,000 rifles 
had been sent across the border, and 
from I/os Angeles 100. It was further 
shown that more than 500 tons of 
dynamite had been shipped into Mex- 
ico during the revolutionary periods. 
The 
dynamite 
has 
been 
used 
for 


mining as well as for the blowing up 
of bridges. No dynamite is permitted 
to go into Mexico at the present time. 


"A large percentage of the total 


amount of firearms, ammunition and 
dynamite," said Senator Fall, "went 
into the republic during the Madero 
revolution." 


FINANCED MABERO REVOI/T. 
It is said t.ho evidence proves con- 


clusively that no American money was 
used in financing the Orozco rebellion, 
but tends to establish the claim that 
American funds were used to finance 
the Madero revolution. 


Senator Fall will leave today with 
Secretary Fred Ireland and It is possi- 
ble that while In Bl Paso en routo 
east additional evidence tending to 
prove that American money wa6 used 
in/ the Madero revolution will be ob- 
tained. Senator Smith, the chairman, 
will spend 'a few days more in the 
southland and join Senator Fall either 
in El Paso or Washington, when the 
preparation of th° report and Its 
recommendations will be 
forthwith 


commenced. The committee has until 
January 4 to file its report, but the 
findings will be transmitted to the 
foreign relations committee with as 
little delay as possible.

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Black and Corbin—a Confras/* 


The reluctance of Building and Loan Commissioner Walker to 


. prosecute Marshall Black for embezzling something like $100,000 j 


' belonging- to the Palo Alto Mutual Building and Loan Association j 
is in striking contrast to his eagerness to prosecute William Cor- 


bin, who holds the same position with the Continental Building 
and Loan Association that Black dees with the Palo Alto con- 
cern. He wanted Corbin sent to' San Quentin ostensibly for fail- 
luff to report as an accrued liability an item that at most was 
only a con(ingent liability which might never accrue. Corbin 
had stolen nothing, fyid the circumstances of his prosecution 
justify the presumption that criminal proceedings were insti- 
tuted against him as a punishment for resisting the attempt of 
the Building and Loan Commissioner to put a receiver in charge 
of the Continental and put it through liquidation. 


But Commissioner Walker is not so swift when it comes to 


dealing wirh his old college chum, Senator Black. Walker and 
Black are close personal friend* and political pal?. Hence the 
commissioner was quite unsuspicious that anything was wrong 
with the Palo Alto association. He is in doubt now as to its 
solvency. 


The commissioner will take no steps to prosecute Black. He 


says he is not a public prosecutor and that he has no funds at his 
command to defray the costs of prosecution. Such considerations 
did not stay his hand when he was after Corbin. It will cost him 
nothing to prosecute Black; all he has to do is to swear to a com- 
plaint—the District Attorney will do the rest. That was the 
course pursued in the Corbin case. 


Black is a confessed embezzler. He falsified his books to con- 


ceal his peculations. There is no doubt of his guilt. Yet his 
felony is being compounded in violation of law, in the open light 
of day, and the officej-s pf the law make no sign. 
Apparently 


Black is to be permitted to make good, with the aid of his friends 
and-escape the penalties which the law provides for such culpa- 
ble breaches of trust as he has committed. 


Perhaps that is the better way; we have no wish to see him 


pushed to extremity provided he makes full restitution; but we 
cannot help thinking that the treatment of Black would have 
been altogether different had he not been a friend of the State 
administration. There was no spirit of leniency in dealing with 
William Corbin. 


The studied and persistent effort to disgrace and punish 


Alden Anderson because of the failure of the Bank of Shasta 
contrasts disagreeably with the favor shown Black. Anderson 
was vindictively assailed because he had not, as Superintendent 
of Banks, closed the Bank of Shasta and pushed its debtors to 
the wall. If he was, at fault at all, it was merely an error of j 
judgment. But lie had offended the hand of power, and the hand 
of power left no stone unturned to make him rue the offense he 
had given. 


The cases of Black and Corbin remind one unpleasantly of the 


protection afforded to J. Dalzell Brown and the malignant and 
unjust pursuit of Alden Anderson.

It repudiated the regular Republican nomi- 
nee and endorsed a man who declares he is not a Republican and 
is opposed to the principles of the Republican party. It also en- 
dorsed the candidacy of Theodore Roosevelt and the platform on 
which he stands; placed itself In hostile antagonism to everything 
the Republican party stands for in this campaign. 


To cap the climax, Judge Connick, who was defeated in the 


primary, has announced that he will support Kent, in violation of 
his moral obligation to give his loyal support to his successful 
competitor. Failing to get the Republican nomination, he shows 
his bad faith by giving his support to the self-nominated Pro- 
gressive. 


But the Progressives are not doing all their knifing in the 


First District. In the Third District they are scheming to defeat 
Charles F. Curry with a Democrat. In the Fifth District they 
are supporting J. B. Holohan, a Democrat, against E. A. Hayes. 
They lost in the primaries, but they refuse to abide by the result. 
Wherever a genuine Republican is a candidate they are against 
him.

The spirit of the age Invades the physletnn's offices, tho lawjer'a 


chambers, the scientist's laboratory and the minister's study. It reaches 
into the school, the home, tho mill and the university. Children Inter- 
fere with the game, and where they are they are often defrauded. 
Father is always busy and mother is generally busy. 
The god we 


worship is a hard taskmaster and spares none of his devotees. It is 
quite useless for us to condemn the predatory rich for there are many 
poor with the same Instincts. All they lack is the power and the op- 
portunity. We are quite willing to sell ourselves to the devil provided 
the price is big enough. 


Against this spirit of the ago we- must set ourselves with the same 


courage we have always shown when the Issues of the fight are clearly 
defmed. 
In spite of the fact that we are already over-organized In 


America, we need a new order after the fashion of the followers of 
St. Francis—of people who have courage to be pqpr. We need men 
and women with courage to live humbly, to dress modestly, to do with- 
out expensive things to eat, and expensive, and often quite, useless, 
things for the home. This new order will deny itself sometimes of 
evenings at the theater, and the gambling, which consumes time and 
money. The wholesome recreations which make for health of body 
and sweetness of spirit will not be neglected, but the things -hlch cause 
the fret and fever and unrest of our age. and which makes it impossible 
to lay hold of the Imperishable riches of the spirit, will be forsaken. 


BRILLIANT ACHIEVEMENT. 


The nineteenth and twentieth centuries have witnessed many bril- 


liant achievements. Ours has been called the age of achievement. It 
is time we set ourselves to achieve a prouder title, or to give a new 
content to that term, for the age which achieves only railroads, inclua- 
trial development, huge combinations of capital and all the external 
marks of wealth is so poor that It Is not worth preserving. "Man 
doth not live by bread alone" Is still a Judgment of value, to be rocltonod 
Tilth. 


It Is a well-known fact that an age of Intense activity is followed 


by an age of stagnation. The Renaissance, when It subsided, left the 
greater part of Europe In a death-like sleep. The conduct of oi«» 
period decides the destiny of the succeeding generations. 
We, there- 


fore, need a policy of conservation for our humankind as much as for 
our natural resources, although lew will admit that people aro of more 
worth than trees. The important question la not how much money, 
how many broad acres, how many bonds we shall bequeath; but how 
much moral muscle, how much devotion to principle, how much fidelity 
to duty we shall bestow upon our children. For a race to raise up 
children whose minds have lost tho habit of great d«">ds tm<3 who^o 
hearts do not leap to great Ideals is to have achieved inglorious failure. 


IJICSTEES OF LIFE. 


We must not forget that whllo It is good to win renown as con- 


querors of this present world, the largest conception of our function 
is as trustees of life. We are part of a vast order which all are 
bound to serve; and no one nan be exempted from the obligation to 
serve this order. To throw away our vigor, to deprive ourselves of. 
the companionship with the choice spirits of the race, to allow the 
days to go by without making friends, to stifle the impulse to serve 
our kind, la to lay up a barren old age and rear children without faith, 
without vision and without hope. 


It is a cheering sign that here and there the youth of America 


is beginning- to weary of the worship of the god success. There is 
a growing suspicion that we have not been true to ourselves—our best 
selves. After all, we are not far removed from our spiritual ancestry. 
A little of the Puritan lingers in most of us to sting us to noble living. 
We have been intoxicated In America by th« ease of wealth getting. 
Now some questions are being asked which go to tho roots of things, 
and when once we all come to see how Important is our attitude for 
the future of religion and social justice and human brotherhood wo 
shall have courage to walk in the way of Jesus.

enough vitality to last a year. If women are in- 
clined to nervousness motoring is the worst possi- 
ble way of getting air. Anything else is prefer- 
able. Walking is best and driving behind a quiet 


horse is excellent. But motoring, especially for several hours 
at a time, is disastrous to health, unless one sits back abso- 
lutely relaxed and watches only the scenery. It is quite im- 
possible to carry on an earnest conversation, so just passing 
remarks is all that is required. The fresh air one breathes is 
forced into the lungs by contact, and^is beneficial. But hours 
of it will cause intense fatigue. No veil can prevent the skin 
from becoming rough and burned, red and swollen. Two or 
three hours a day are all that a fine complexion can endure 
without showing serious effects. 


Some women find the vibrations of a motoring trip exhil- 


arating, and are able to sleep like children after hours of it. 
Others become nervous and wakeful and pass nights of pain- 
ful restlessness after motor trips. Such women should not 
take long trips; that is obvious. A few suggestions for mo- 
toring may be helpful: First of all your feet must be kept 
warm. You should lean back and relax. Use a pillow if the 
back of the car slants too much. Wear a small hat that will 
not prevent your leaning back, warm gloves, a loose corset and 
learn to press the toes of your left foot upon the foot rail just 
as a woman presses her toes in the stirrup when riding horse- 
back, so that you will rise gently in the seat without jolting 
when going over the humps. Look anywhere but at the road 
ahead. Trust in the chauffeur to land you where you are de- 
sirous of going. In that way motoring may be made a pleas- 
ure. 
Remember, motor cars are an invention for pleasure, 


not for pain, though they often work both ways.

Dr Edward von Adeltmg of the Antt- 


Tuberculosls Society delivered an address 
on tuberculosis Frlda> evening at 
the 


Franklin School A large audience was In 
attendance when the physician was Intro- 
duced as a graduate of the 
Franklin 


School, and expressed his pleasure In re- 
turning after 30 years to speak to th« 
new generation 


After describing tha actual changes that 


occur in 
the lunga when the tubercle 


bacilli gains entrance, Dr Von Adelung 
explained the causes of the various sys- 
tems 
Weakness Is the result of the 


bacillus poisoning; the sweats are na- 
ture's attempt to get rid of the bacilli, 
and they are actually thrown out In Im- 
mense numbers, the fever Is the reaction 
against the toxin of the disease, hemor- 
rhages are the result of ulceratlon, and 
recovery depends mainly upon the ability 
of tho mlscroplc cells to battle success- 
fully with the bacilli.
